gone, and $850 was m issing from the 
cash drawer. 
Watson left the city , 
but Roach’s suspicions were directed 
toward Robertson, who at once, ac­ 
cording to Roach’s statem ent to the 
police, began to prepare to go to C ali­ 
fornia. 
Roach believed Robertson had 
no money except what little he gave 
him. 
F ive m inutes before the shooting 
Roach follow ed 
Robertson into the 
gam bling room, and w ithout speaking 
to any of the four men present, walked 
around the settee on which Robertson 
was sittin g, drew a revolver and fired 
at Robertson’s heart. 
J oe Roach is w ell known in this city 
where lie had relatives and was the 
owner 
of property . 
Roach 
was 
a 
nowphcw of the late Mrs. Ann Mc­ 
Carty , who died recently , and heired 
a piece of property on North Perkins 
street. 
He visited here occasionally 
and had been calling on a prominent 
y oung ladv on 
West Second street. 
Ho generally stopped at the Windsor 
w hile here and is a very heavy set 
fellow , dark com plexioned and smooth 
faced. 
He is connected w ith the Terre 
Haute Central League base ball team.

Under the present law tw o m onths’ 
time is given in which to Hie mortgage 
exemption 
affidavits. 
Commencing 
Thursday , March 2d, they can be filed 
at any tim e up to and including April 
28th, this being the last day on which 
affidavits could be filed, as April 30th 
falls on Sunday . 
Affidavits m ost be made out each 
y ear. 
It makes no difference if y ou 
havw filed before, y ou w ill get no 
benefit from the law next y ear unless 
y ou file again this y ear. 
Anv person who is the owner of 
real estate liable for taxation w ithin 
the State of Indiana, and is indebted 
in any sum secured by a mortgage up­ 
on such 
real estate may have 
the 
amount of snch mortgage indebted­ 
ness, not to exceed $700 in any case, 
existing and unpaid on the first day 
of March of any y ear, deducted from 
the assessed valuation of the mortgaged 
premises for that y ear. 
Bnt no de­ 
duction w ill be allow ed greater than 
one-half of the assessed valuation of 
such real estate.

Oliver Sm ith’s wTatch was found on j 
J ackson’s person and his shoes fitted j 
the footprints made around the Smith 
home on the night of the bnrglary . 
It was shown that he told three con­ 
flicting stories as to how he obtained 
the watch, first stating that be bought 
it of a man on the J . M. & I railroad, 
then stating that he bought it of a 
tramp w hile riding a freight to A r­ 
lington.

Fairbanks, it is understood, still has 
hopes of getting permission to place 
the statue in tront of the federal build­ 
ing. which is a very desirable location.

March I.—Standing un­ 
der the blended color* of Russia and 
America, the thirteen Russian officers 
who recently arrived here as paroled 
prisoners of Japan, toasted the czar 
of all the Russias and the president 
of the United States, and then chant­ 
ed the Russian national anthem, “God 
Protect the Czar,” at a reception t en- 
dered to them last night by the Slavic 
Alliance of which M. De Ix tdy gensky , 
the Russian consul general. Is honor­ 
ary president; Thomas Capek. presi­ 
dent. and Prof. Michael Pupin of Col­ 
umbia, vice president. 
The guest8 of honor were Command­ 
er Edward Czesnovicz; 
Commander 
Nicholas Von Essen; Captain Nicholas 
Sax e; 
Lieutenants Bestujew Riuniin, 
Krotkoff, Kowalewski and Ovandier; 
Ensigns Turttoff. DenisofT. Butkewlcs. 
Beklemissheff and Ky jey . and Lieut­ 
enant of the Army Peter Veselkin. 
With these were Colonel Rostopoff of 
the army ; Commandant Boutakoff of 
the navy , attaches of the Russian em ­ 
bassy at Washington. 
Telling of his ex periences at Port 
Arthur. Captain VonEssen. who com­ 
manded the Sevastopol, said: 
“1 had 
been ordered by my superior officers 
to blow up the ship, but I sank her in 
the open sea. just outside Port Arthur. 
There wTere 
300 
men. officers 
and 
crew\ aboard the ship at the time, and 
not a life was* lost. 
W’e took to the 
boats and rowed to the hills surround­ 
ing Port Arthur. 
Besides being com­ 
m ander 
of 
the 
Sevastopol. 
I 
had 
charge of the Liaotishan hills, and 
with my little force held the position, 
which w as not captured but which wax 
surrendered at the general capitula­ 
tion. 
Port Arthur was then in a lam­ 
entable condition. 
There wras scarce­ 
ly any food and only enough am m uni­ 
tion to last a few day s longer. 
Dis­ 
ease was widespread, but through it 
all the soldiers and officers made no 
murmur. 
“General 
Stoessei 
was personally 
all 
along 
against 
surrender. 
He 
y ielded only to save the lives of non- 
com batants which would have been 
sacrificed by further resistance. 
For 
eight months General Btoessel had re­ 
ceived neither ammunition nor food 
from Russia, and he made his fight 
solely on the ammunition and food 
supply wMthin the fortress when the 
siege began. 
"The Japanese were four to one in 
all our engagements. 
Russia entered 
into this war unprepared, but I and 
all other naval and army officers be­ 
lieve that she will eventually win and 
that within a y ear. 
Russia is fast get­ 
ting into shape w'herc she will give a 
good account of herself.” 


Indianapolis. Ind., March
